PETITION UNDER 37 CF.R. 51.47 

A Final Office Action was mailed by the United States Patent and Trademark 
Office on May 16, 2005. The Final Office Action provides that, a Declaration Under 
27 CFR 1.131, which was filed in connection with a Response to Office Action, is 
ineffective and provides insufficient evidence of conception, reduction to practice 
and diligence. More specifically, signatures of the co-inventors are missing from 
the oath or declaration.
